Applicants' amendment filed 9/26/06 has been considered; however, the 
amendment has not been entered given that it raises other new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

With respect to other new issues, claim 1 now recites that the polyamide 
composition contains "(A) from 60 to 98% by weight of nylon 66, (B) from 1 to 25% by 
weight of an aromatic polyamide resin, and (C) from 1 to 15% by weight of nylon 12", 
where it is the examiner's position that this is a new issue since the endpoints for (A), 
(B), and (C) are different than the ranges previously presented, and would require more 
narrow search parameters for the examiner. Also, claim 5 newly recites a "resistance to 
antifreeze index of 82 to 88%" wherein this range was previously not present. 

In the interest of better enabling the applicants to assess the patentability of their 
claims, the following advisory is given: 

Had the amendment been entered, the rejections of record would have been 
overcome, however the amendment was not entered given that it raises other new 
issues that would require further consideration and/or search. The only prior art 
rejection, Hayashi in view of JP 57-080448, would have been overcome because JP 
'448 discloses 20-80% of nylon 12 (see translation), not the newly amended 1-15% of 



nylon 12.
